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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


November 30, 1982 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

A jump of nearly 42 percent in November individual income tax revenue 
was the major catalyst behind the 21.8 percent rise in November Missouri gen- 
eral revenue receipts and transfers. 

Individual income tax collections accounted for almost $114.6 million, near- 
ly half the $229.1 million total revenue collected for November. Normally, in- 
dividual income tax collections account for only about 43 percent of the gen- 
eral revenue total. 

In contrast to strong individual income tax totals, sales tax—the other major 
general revenue producer—was flat. November sales tax collections totaled 
$93.6 million, just 1.45 percent higher than November, 1981. | 

Five months into the fiscal year, sales tax totals are less than one percent 
(.66%) ahead of last fiscal year. On the other hand, individual income tax re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year to date are running 16.9 percent ahead of last year. 

Total general revenue receipts and transfers for the fiscal year to date are up 
7.6 percent over the same period a year ago. 

Meanwhile, November corporate income tax receipts totaled almost $4.6 
million, up 16.9 percent over November collections a year ago. 

All other general revenue sources in November were strong, together total- 
ing $16.3 million, 47 percent above totals for November, 1981. 

The November revenue total is good news, coming on the heels of a disap- 
pointing October total which fell five percent short of October, 1981. 

But the wild swing from poor October revenues to encouraging November 
revenues demonstrates a need for caution in interpreting economic trends 
from short-term statistics.
